Princess Catherine 
is 23 years old. She knows London 
well and has often met His

STAFF SLASH

General When Estimates 
Considered 


Slash of the Debt Adjustment | 
Board staff was forecast in the 
legislature on Wednesday by Hon. 
J. W. Hugill, K.C., attorney general, 
when his departmental estimates 
were being considered by the com- 
mittee of supply. 

The subject was brought up 
when the Debt Adjustment Board 
appropriation was reached provid- 
ing money totalling $25,550, a reduc- 
tion of $29,565 over last year’s ap- 
propriation. 

SAVING EFFECTED 

The reduction in appropriation 
includes the saving effected by dis- 
pensing with the services of two 
members of the board, who were 
retired following taking office by 
the present government, These two 
members, Ben Plumer and L. F, 
Clarry, K.C., each drew salaries of 
$4,000. 

George H. Van Allen, K.C., Lib- 
eral, Edmonton, asked the minister 
if it was proposed to continue the 
board. 

In reply the minister pointed out 
that at present a one-man board is 
carrying on. He hoped before this 
session was concluded to bring in| 
a bill giving specified protection 
and permitting continuation of the 


FURTHER SLASHING 

He also pointed out that in view 
of the reduced estimate for this ac- 
tivity, further slashing of staff and 
services would be necessary—in the | 
next few months at any rate. He 
hoped to employ 
clerks at specified district points 
so that people would be saved the 
expense of coming into the cities to 
take up debt settlement matter:
